High School for 6 Years 

Fatima, who has a substantial 
educational background (the six 
years of high school in Tehran 
require six years of language, 
three of chemistry, three of phys- 
ics, three. of over 2,000 years of 
Persian history, three of litera- 
ture, math from geometry to cal- 
culus, as well as the electives for 
one’s major) plans to major in 
biochemistry at Berkeley or San 
Jose State after receiving her A.A. 
at Hartnell. She has a real eye 
on the medical field. 

Of American schools she says, 
“They are different. In Persia 
we have no professors who smile.” 

Persian ‘students whether they 
attend public or private schools, 
begin their study of a major in 
the fourth year of high school. 
The years too are much more ex- 
tensive as there is no semester? 
The school’ term begin in early 
autumn and extends until early 
summer with the only holiday 
being a 15-day break at New 
Year which this year falls on 
the 2list of March. 

No Coed Classes 

Most classes. are not coeduca- 
tional and thus school social ac- 
tivity takes the form of clubs and 
student government projects much 
as in the United States. . “School 
is very long, so serious and for- 
mal, and with so much home- 
work.” 
After three months’ contact 
with the United States, Fatima 
says, “Americans have some of 
the strangest ideas about Iran. 

The most amusing is about cam- 

els. The only camels in Persia 

are the few brought into the 
south by the Arab herdsmen and 
those are in the zoo.” 

Look Like American Cities 

“Cities in Persia are not Moor- 
ish, not Oriental and not Byzan- 
tine. They look like American 
cities with office buildings and 
buses. The only difference lies in 
the fact that 80 per cent of the 

Persians are Moslem and so Ira- 

nian cities have mosques rather 

than churches.”
